His Honor Of the Seat, Hub- 
bard Still In. 


Programme to Oust Him Is 
Blocked Again. 


Mayor Alexander's home-made 
steam roller ran amuck vyeste 
afternoon and ran over His Honof, 
when six members of the City Council 
positively refused to sustain him in 
his effort to summarily remove Presi- 
dent A. A. Hubbard from the Board 
of Public Works. 


The \“big six” not only captured the 
steam ler and ousted the Mayor 
from t driver's seat, but whirred 


about a “joy ride” for half an hour 
and then ditched it, leaving Mr. Alex-, 
ander in a deeper “hole” ‘than ever. | 
The Mayor's “big stick” was found 
smashed to a pulp under the machine 
by Boss Byrant of the Good Govern- 
ment Organization, who presented it 
to his honor. 

After ditching the steam roller, the 
six Coun en passed the big “buck” 
to the Mayor and politely informed 
him to get busy and untangle the mun- 
icipal snarl himself, inasmuch as he 
is responsible for it. They declared 
he has been holding back and wait- 
ing for the Council to make the first 
move, so they determined to force 
him to take the initiative. 

Dark clouds hovered over the 
Council's chamber before it convened 
and the air was surcharged with 
strong rumors that the members were 
about to spike the Mayor's steam rol- 
ler and hurl the defi at him In his 
efforts to remove Hubbard. The Coun- 
cil chamber was packed to suffoca- 
tion with friends of Hubbard when 
President Williams called the legis- 
lative body to order. Clerk Carrdi 
read the Mayor's message to the 
Council asking its consent to remove 
Hubbard. And the battle was on. 

HUBBARD’S STATEMENT. 

Reed requested that Hubbard be 
given a chance to be heard, and the 
Council unanimously approved. When 
Hubbard arose te make his state- 
ment, scores of his supporters in the 
gallery applauded.

BICYCLE, 
IS SOON DEAD. 


TRUCK down at Temple and 
Bonnie Brae streets by a boy sup- 
posed to have been racing on a 
bicycle on the wrong side of the) 
street, H. Le Boy, 57 years old, of’ 
No. 1155% Temple street, died last 
night In the Hospital of the Good 
Samaritan. 

Upon receiving a report of the ac- 
cident orders were issued for the ar- 
rest of Noah Ashbury, a negro youth 
living at No. 218 North Bonnie Brae 
street, who is accused of being re- 
aponsible for the victim's death, but 
at a late hour he had not been found 
by the police. 

Although the accident occurred 
about 7 o'clock the authorities were | 
not informed until 10:30 o'clock, when 
Dr. H. A. Downs of No. 1665 Temple 
street reported the death at the hos- 
pital. 

Spectators assert that Ashbury was 
racing down hill with another boy, 
and that both were on the left side 


of the street when Le Boy started to 
cross Bonnie 


Brae. The force of the 


impact threw him to the pavement 
and he was picked up onscious 
and placed in a passing eutomobile. 
An investigation showed, the police 
say, that he had been taken to Dr. 
Downs’s home, and when it was dis- 
covered that he was in danger of dy- 
ing he had been transferred to .the 
hospital. As no report of the affair 
had been made by the hospital au- 
thorities, the police believed the vic- 
tim was not seriously hurt, and no 
effort was made to capture the negro 
boy until late. 

The case will be referred to the 
Coroner for further investigation.

253 South 
Main street, and “did then and there 
wilfully and unlawfully, by a certain 
rebate, drawback and other device;

from this affiant a less rate than the 
rate for gas then and there in force 
in the said city of Los Angeles. fixed 
and prescribed by ordinance No. 22,- 
947, new series, not having then and 
there established rates different from 
those established by said ordinance.” 
Assistant Prosecutor Gardner says 
the city expects to show that the de- 
fendant company offered Stager, who 
conducts a penny arcade at thi Sonth 
Main-street address, a rebate of about 
$8 on a $40 account.

Tremendous Growth. 


ALL RECORDS 
COUNTY SCHOOLS: 


HE growth of the schoola of Los! 
T Angeles county this year has 

broken all records. It has been 
such that one new teacher and some- 
times more must be added to the 
force every day in the year, and the 
attendance daily during the last’ 
month of the school year now ending 
has been 110,000, an increase of 35 
per cent. over the same period last 
year. These’ figures were given out! 
tentatively by County Superintendent 
Keppel yesterday. 

“IT can give out no exact figures as 
yet.” he seid, “but im the city the 
daily attendance is 68,000, while in 
the county it is 42,000 in round num- 
bers. At the end of last year the 
number of teachers was 2662, and 
during the year there was a gradual 
growth all over the county, from 
one to two being added to different. 
schools every day, until at this close) 
of the year I would estimate the 
number of teachers employed at 
3100. As the schools open—some the 
second week in August, and some as 
late as the second week in October— 
more teachers will be required, and 
l think we shall have to add at least 
350 teachers to the present force by 
the time all schools are tn session. 

“As to the growth of the schools, 
thet cannot be calculated with any- 
thing like exactness as yet, but here 
are a few facts that indicate how 
much the county's educational in- 


ending for a growth of 25 per cent. 
We enlarged the record books and 
the number of school warrant books 
was increased. Notwithstanding these 
preparationa, we soon found ourselves 
under the necessity of augmenting all 
the account books. We have had to 
have three new record books and 
have added 2000 warrants. This 
would put the gain at probably 36 per 
cent. | 

“It is the largest gain In the history 
of the county so far, at any rate, and, 
from all indications, we look to «@ 
-imilar increase during the coming 
year.” 

Superintendent Keppel. said that 
dong away with the school census 
accorQing to the plan adopted by the 
Legisiature at his suggestion fm 1911 
has already saved the State $100,000, 
and had proved satisfactory every- 
where, even in districts that had led 
in the opposition to it. “The new 
method puts a premium on going to 
school instead of just being counted,” 
he sald. The old system resulted in 
puplis at private and parochial 
schools being counted twice, in 
practice, he declared, and he said 
that in Los Angeles county alone he 
had found in the last old census that 
5981 children of school age had been 
counted twice. These duplications 
have been done away with, he said, 
and parents who do not send their 
children to the publife schools are 
more than satisfied with the result, 
as now they do not Rave to pay to 
support the publie schools and at the 
same time pay for private tuition, al- 
though the latter schoolg get mo. 
money from the State.

CONTROL OF CONVENTION 


Win Decisive. Victory Over Roosevelt In 
é First Test of Strength. 


| Root Elected Temporary Chairman by Vote of Five 
Hundred and Fifty-eight to Five Hundred and Two 
Despite Desperate Eleventh Hour Combine With La

Realizing that Mr. Taft controlled the convention by a comfort- 
able majority, the Roosevelt managers did not\dare to force. the 
issue on’ their contention that contested delegates should not be 
permitted to vote for temporary chairman, but by a ‘subterfuge 
they sought to achieve an apparent victory by throwing their 
strength to Gov. McGovern of Wisconsin, the La Follette candidate 
for chairman, hoping by a combination to make it appear that Pres- 
ident Taft had been defeated. : 
The effort to induce the convention to eliminate from actual 
participation in the convention those delegates against whom they 
broug!t fake contests, contests which one of their number has 
psychological effect,” and: in 
order that a table of delegates elected should not look too favorable 
to Mr. Taft, solely on the ground that their ‘seats have been contest-

| BOLT SEEMS CERTAIN. 
Today's lopments seem to assure a bolt on the part of Mr. 
Roogevelt, either ‘in the convention itself, through the medium of a 


convention within a convention, or else by walking out of the hall. 
The Roosevelt people are talking nothing but bolt this evening. 
Although the figures of today’s vote do not indicate precisely 
the respective strength of the two candidates, their analysis makes 
it obvious that Mr. Taft has a majority of at least seventy over Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

The respective strength of President Taft and Col. Roosevelt on 
a vote for the nomination will probably be 547 for the President. to 
477 for Col. Roosevelt, giving Mr. Taft a plurality of seventy over 
his predecessor. This calculation is based on the assumption that 
on the first ballot the delegates will, with the exception of such 
changes as were recorded today, obey their instruction. — 
From the apparent strength of Col. Roosevelt as shown by to- 
day's vote, namely 502, must be deducted at least 33 votes, being 
the ten delegates instructed for Senator Cummins, the nine from 
North Dakota instructed for Senator La Follette and the fourteen 
from Wisconsin, also so instructed, which were recorded in favor 
of the election of Gov. McGovern, and to that must be added eight 
votes from Maryland cast for Mr. Root, leaving the total Roosevelt 
strength 477. 


PRESIDENT TAFT’S STRENGTH. 


From the apparent strength of President Taft must bé deducted 
the eight votes from Maryland and the three from Oregon cast for 
Mr. Root, but which are instructed for Mr. Roosevelt, leaving the 
total Taft strength 547, a plurality of seventy over Mr. Roosevelt. 
It is noteworthy, however, that in the Roosevelt vote, as cast 
today, are included the eighf at large from Massachusetts and there 
is some reason to believe that if thes¢ violate their instructions, the 
three from Oregon and possibly others will regard themselves at lib- 


. erty to disregard their instructions and to vote for the President. 


Today’s vote indicated that the strenuous efforts of Col. Roose- 
velt to wean away Taft delegates had produced an apparent net 
result of nineteen votes, as follows: | 

- Arkansas, 1; Georgia, 6; Mississippi, 4; Virginia, 2; and Hawaii, 

It is asserted by the Taft people, however, that, while the

Hawaiians were pledged to vote with California on matters of or- 
ganization, they will vote for the nomination of President Taft. If 
they do it will give the President six more votes than are shown in 
the calculations in this dispatch. 


GLOOM FOR ROOSEVELT. 


The Taft people are confident, however, that Mr. Roosevelt has 
made all kinds of inroads into their ranks which he can possibly 
achieve and that from now on any shifting there may be will be to 
and not away from the President. | 
There is gloom around the Roosevelt headquarters this evening. 

In fact, one man described it as suggesting nothing so much as a 
convention of undertakers. 

Most of the discussions of the Roosevelt people, with the excep- 
tion of a few of the most extreme, concern the best method and the 
most opportune time for a bolt.

Something still more 
pungent and gun powdery, however, 
was suspected when Walter L. Houser, 
with nostrils dilated, teeth set and 
breast heaving like a war horse, 
plunged upon the platform. He bided 
his time until the last of the speech- 
making that was to be allowed. 

Then he told the convention that 
the presentation of McGovern’s name 
was made against the express wishes 
of Senator La Follette. He made it

STEEL REPORT 
IS HELD BACK. 


Awaits Outcome of Repub- 
lican Nomination, 


Democrats Gather Ammuni- 
tion for Roosevelt. 


Primed With Data on Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron. 
[By Federal (Wireless) Line to The Times.) 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, June 18.-——( Special Dispatch.) 
The report of the Stanley Steel Inves- 
tigating Committee named by the 
House to investigate the so-called steel 
trust is awaiting the action of the Re- 
publican National Convention at Chi- 
cago. If, by chance, Col. Roosevelt is 
nominated it is now learned the ma- 
fority report of the Stanley commit- 
tee is to be quite different in its tenor 
from what it will be tn the event of 
the expected nomination of President 
Taft. 

The colonel is involved in the ab- 
sorption of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company, it is contended, while 
President Teft is not, and this ac- 
counts, In part, for the failure of the 
Democrats of the House Investigating 
Committee to make a report on the 
atee!l tr ust. 4 

The Democratic investigators intend 
to make Col. Roosevelt's connection 
with the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company, as well as his friendship for 
officials of the International Harves- 
ter Company, a campaign issue in the 
event Roosevelt receives the nomina- 
tion. If the colonel is the Republi- 
can candidate, the steel report will 
“play up” the Tennessee coal and tron 
deal. If President Taft is renomi- 
nated there will be no present necer- 
sity for devoting a major share of 
space to the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee company by the Morgan group 
of financiers. The Stanley committee 

its hearings more than sixty 
days ago, and ample time has elapsed 
for the preparation of a comprehen- 
sive report, notwithstanding that 
Chairman Stanley spent some days 
campaigning in Kentucky. 

Representative Young of Michigan, 
who has charge of the minority re- 
port of the steel trust, is understood 
to be ready to represent the minority 
views at any time, but they are neces- 
sarily held back on eaecount of the 
delay in filing the majority views. It 
is learned today that the possibility 
of Roosevelt being nominated has 
heen the chief contributing cause to 
the delay.

A communication was re- 
ceived from Portland, Or., announe- 
ing that a branch of the Chinese, 
American League of Justice has bees 
organized there.

“The Chinese of this city are organ- 
izing societies in every Coast city and 
urging them to assist in securing the 
recognition of the new republic.

MORE TIME FOR ENTRY. 

Register Buren and Receiver Rob- 
inson, of the local land office, have 
received copies of the new regulations 
authorizing the Secretary of the Inte- 
fior to grant further extensions of 
time within which to make proof on 
desert land entries. They provide 
that all applications for the benefit of 
the act must be supported by the af- 
fidavit of the applicant and of at least 
two corroborating witnesses, and set 
forth the reasons for an extension.

for use in such proceedings. On Sep- 
tember 1, 191¢, the Council adopted an 
ordinance authorizing the Thatitution 
of any and all condemnation suits 
necessary for the establishment of 
such proposed boulevard. On Sep- 
tember 6, 1910, a condemnation suit 
in behalf of such boulevard was in- 
stituted which was subsequentiy dis- 
miseed, and a second euit brought 
which is now pending before the 8u- 
perior Court. 

Huntington Concession: On 
August 1910. the Counell, acting 
upen a recommendation of the City 
Engineer. adopted an ordinance de- 
claring a franchise and lease granted 
by the former city of Ban Pedro upon 
what ia knogrn as the Huntington con- 
cession, to be forfeited.

certain differences that arose between 
the Board of Public Works and the 
Board of Harbor Commissioners in 
relation to the materials to be used 
in the construction of wharves. In 
February, 1911, the charter was 
amended so as to provide, tn effect, 
that the improvements be constructed 
with the moneys derived from the 
$3,000,000 bond issue, should be in ac- 
cordance with designs adapted by 
the Board of Public Works, with the 
approval of the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners. The relation of the two 
boards to harbor development thus 
created by the charter, seemed to 
make it necessary that they should co- 
operate as far as practicable 
viding plans for harbor 
cordingly. as soon as the cha 
amendment went into effect. this 
board invited the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners to sit with it in an 


| advisory committee, where all mat- 


ters affecting harbor construction 
could be discussed and agreed upon. 
This board desired the assistanc 
the Roard of Harbor Commi 
and welcomed the advice of 1 
bers, unfortunately for the 
terest of the city with 
bor work, the members of t 
bor Commission did not see fit 
themselves of the invitation to 
substantial extent. One of its mé 
bers never appeared at all: one mem- 
ber appeared only twice and then only 
upon urgent request; and one member 
only seven times, out of a total of 
thirty-five meetings of the Advisory 
Com mittee. 

In October, 1911, the City Fngineer 
was sent to study harbor development 
and modern methods of handling 
freight at various ports of the United 
State, Canada and Europe. During 
his absence this board, in December. 
1911, received a communication from 
the Harbor Commission advising that 
the Harbor Commission, after mature 
deliberation, did not believe that the 
best results would be obtained by the 
use of cresoted piling in wharf con- 
struction and requiring that the matter 
of location, kind. and character of 
harbor improvements he made a sub- 
ject for future deliberation. No 
member of the Harbor Commission at- 
tended meetings of thé Advisory Com- 
mittee after the writing of such com- 
munication. This action on the part 
of the Harbor Commission was really 
the starting point of differences be- 
tween the two boards tn regard to 
harbor development.
